Fourteen months after predict- 
ing a renaissance in downtown 
Terre Haute, officials of Schultz 
and Co. at 400 Wabash Aë- have 
filed a going-out-of-business notice. 

Schultz is the last department 
store on Wabash Avenue. 

James D. Schultz, assistant 
secretary of the store, filed the 
notice Wednesday in the Vigo 
County Clerk’s office. The docu- 
ments said a going-out-of-business 
sale would begin Nov. 6. Inventory 
was listed at $2.6 million. 


Schultz and his brother, Richard,

—— 2i ce sold the 76-year-old, family-owned 


and -operated business last year to 
Calvin Haddad, secretary- 
treasurer of Mocal Enterprises Inc. 
of New York City. The Schultz 
brothers continued working at the 
store following the sale. 

Neither Schultz could not be 
reached for comment. A store 
employee said they were un- 
available. 

Attempts to reach Haddad is 
New York City also were unsuc- 
cessful. A co-worker said Haddad 
was out of town on business. 

Haddad, in Terre Haute last 
September after buying the store, 
said, “Theres a very definite 
change i in outlook. It’s just about to 
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happen in your area. 


“Part of the charm is the fact 
that you've got that old department 
store. It's like a monument to what 
was and what can become." 


Records in the Vigo County 
Treasurer's office listed real-estate 
tax of $9,131.62 and personal- 
property taxes of $9,339.98 for 
1985. 

Schultz's closing marks the ninth 
Wabash Avenue department store 
to close doors in recent years. 
Other were: Alden’s, Sears 
Roebuck and Co., the Root Dry 
Goods Co., Meis, J.C. Penney, 
Montgomery Ward, Smith’s and 
Max Shower. 
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chultz were 
about 9 years old when Mary 
Modisett first worked in the boys’

The little boys, whom Modisett 
remembers as sometimes accompa- 
nying their mother to be outfitted 
in new clothes, now manage the 
store where she works full time. . 

"He was just a little guy and now 
he's your boss,” she said of Richard. 

In 26 years, Modisett has seen 
many small boys grow up — 
including her own, who were ages 
9 and 14 when she started part 
time in 1958. She remains in the 
department where she began. 

She also has seen changes in the 
store which was sold June 29 to 
Mocal Enterprises Inc., New York. 

The store will keep the same name, | 
employees, and will continue to be  . 
. managed by brothers Richard and 
James. It will be a pilot store for 
the Wabash Valley and greater’ 
Illinois trading area, serving as a 
forerunner for a group of retail 
stores. m

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Although their family's 
landmark downtown department 
store is boarded up, Richard and 
James Schultz arent quite ready to 
pack up their cash registers and 
sales slips for good. 

They and their wives, Gail and 
Roberta, will re-enter the retail 
field this summer with a men's 
clothing store and a children's 
clething store in the new MAB 
Paint complex across from Chi- 
Chi's on Terre Haute's south side. 

R.J. Schultz Clothiers will 
fe mens regular and big and 
tall sizes, while the children's 
store, Bear Essentials, will carry 
clothing in newborn to size 14 for 
prs and infant to toddler sizes for 


We're not trying to cater to 
everybody in the world. It’s a 
specific market and a specialized 
range of merchandise, James 
Schultz said as he sat at his desk 
in the office he shares with his 
brother, Richard, in the former 
department store. 

The two stores, which together 
total 5,600 square feet, will be side- 
by-side with a both separate en- 
trances and a connecting door. 
Bear Essentials is scheduled to 
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open in mid-July, with R.J. Schultz 
Clothiers set to open Aug. 1. 

Richard Schultz said the site was 
chosen because of its convenient 
location. 

"It's high-traffic, yet accessible," 
he said. "You can pull your car up 
within 10 feet of the store, rather 
than going to the shopping mall 
and walking two or three blocks." 

While the merchandise won't be 
high-priced, couturier items, it will 
be more up-scale than that com- 
monly found in department stores, 
the brothers said. 

"We're not going for budget," 
James Schultz said. "It will be, 
basically, better merchandise." 

Brand names for men's clothing 
include Palm Beach, Arrow, Austin 
Reed, Evan Piccone and Chaps by 
Ralph Lauren, along with men's 
furnishings by Hathaway, Gant 
and Christian Dior, Richard 
Schultz said. : 

On the children's side, customers 
wil find labels from Guess, 
Heartstrings, Eagles Eye, Piccolo, 
Cherokee and Cary, James Schultz 
added. 

“It’s not the traditional depart- 
ment store lines,” James Schultz 
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said. “We’re carrying a much more 
upscale, upbeat [line], geared for 
the customer who wants to buy 
something novel, unique — not 
something you see racks and racks 
of everywhere you go. There'll be 
six of this and six of that. It will be 
very special.” 

Belonging to a specialty buying 
group for big and tall men’s sizes 
will allow the Schultz’s to join with 
other small shops to buy in volume 
and offer clothing at competitive 
prices. 

“We can work with manufac- 
turers on styles for big and tall . 
and allows us the flexibility to be 
able to turn on a dime,” James 
Schultz said. 

Richard Schultz added that the 
group has “enough participation to 
allow us to place orders for the 
cutting of merchandise not [cur- 
rently] being offered.” 

The stores will also offer special 
ordering. “Well cater to the 
customer in every way possible,” 
James Schultz said. 

And, Richard Schultz added, “we 
believe in, and want to, stay in 
Terre Haute to provide products 
and service.”

ermanent basis?" Haddad said. 

e was referring to the once-a- 
month summer market conducted 
on Wabash Avenue downtown for 
the past two years. 

If the indoor farmer’s market 
becomes a reality, it will be with 
the cooperation of the Schultz 
family, owner of the building. 
Haddad said his firm, Mocal In- 
dustries, would be active partici- 
pants. 

In addition to selling market- 
type wares. Haddad said plans are 
to include clothing for big and tall 
men and work clothes. ~ 
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He emphasized future plans de- 
pend on the public's response to the 
Store's going-out-of-business sale 
that starts today and is expected to 
last at least three to four months. 

Haddad said business was good 
for the first six months after his 
firm bought Schultz in June 1984, 
but dropped. off early this pears, 

The dropoff in business also was 
responsible for Haddad scrapping 
his original plans for expanding in 
Terre Haute. 

In the past few years, Schultz 
has reduced its physical sales space 
to the basement and first floor of 
the main building. As recently as 
four years ago, the store’s main 


rnate as mark 
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building was filled, as were several 
satellite stores in the 400 block of 
Wabash Avenue. 

During the going-out-of-business 
sale, the second floor of the store 
will be opened as a warehouse 
outlet for outerwear. 

Haddad likened keeping open a 
store full of “some of the finest 
values you ever can see” to Luciano 
Pavoratti singing to an empty 
auditorium. 

“If you’re singing to an audience 
of empty chairs, it doesn’t matter 
how well you sing,” he said. 

James Schultz, secretary, at- 
tributed the demise of the depart- 


etin spring 


ment store to the deteriorating 
downtown. 

"You don't have to be in a mall 
[to keep a business going], but you 
do have to be in an area where 
other stores are," Schultz said. 
"When we had traffic, we had 
business. Those years were very 
successful." 

Recently, however, "there's been 
a tremendous deterioration in the 
downtown area. That left. us by 
ourselves," he added. 

“We just had one major problem 
— downtown Terre Haute «is just 
not supportive of a store c E 
Size."

Sale of Schultz 
De city

Sale of the old Schultz property 
at 400 Wabash Ave.; with plans 
that could turn it into the cor- 
nerstone of revitalizing downtown 
Terre Haute, are in the works, said 
Ralph Lee, president of Century 21 
real estate. 

The sale is "accepted pending 
some financing. We'll now for sure 
in the next couple weeks," Lee said. 

Six buildings comprise the 
Schultz property, Lee said, and the 
agency fae five of them under 
contract. 

Lee said plans are to raze the 
buildings and build a new six-story 
structure if all six buildings can be 
obtained. If all six cannot be 
obtained, there will be extensive 
renovation of the buildings which 
are sold. 

“If we remodel it’s going to be 
beautiful,” Lee said, describing a 
plan that would include an indoor 


- track and complete health spa open 


to membership, a mall-like -main 
floor with speciality shops, a 
restaurant and a coffee shop. I 

The two top floors would be 
devoted to office space. 

If a new building is constructed, 
the structure would contain 
primarily offices, with complemen- 
tary things like a coffee shop. 

Schultz and Co. was sold June 
29, 1985, to Mocal Enterprises Inc., 
a manufa 
holding company in New York City. 
Fourteen months later, Schultz 
officials filed a going-out-of busi- 
ness notice. 

The closing of the 76-year-old 
department store marked the ninth 
Wabash Avenue department store 
to close doors in recent years. 

Lee said a Terre Haute busi- 
nessman, whom he declined to 
name, would be totally involved if 
plans center on remodeling, but an 
Evansville business would also be 
involved if a new building is 
constructed.

The immortal translation to the 
right by Fitzgerald of Persian 
pearls of thought from the famous 
Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam are 
fitting words upon which to reflect 
in writing any story or history. The 
“moving finger" has written the 
story of Schultz & Co., now ob- 
serving its Golden Anniversary, 
with a goodly measure of human 
interest and many chapters in 
which courage, strong faith and 
a belief in the future play pre- 
dominant roles. 


The story began the day Hyman 
and Mary Schultz arrived in 
Terre Haute from St. Louis, 
where they had been married a 
short time previously. Hyman had 
migrated to the Missouri metropo- 
lis from a German province on 
the Austrian border where he had 
heard of the wonders of America, 
the free land where opportunities 
awaited those who worked hard 
and who had vision and foresight, 
The ambitious young couple 
learned of the thriving city on the 
banks of the Wabash and decided 
it would be a good place to locate. 

This decision in the intervening 
years has proved a wise one and 
as the years passed the Schultzes 
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“The Moving Finger writes, and having writ, 
Moves on; nor all your Piety nor Wit 

Shall lure it back to cancel half a line 

Nor all your Tears wash out a Word of it.” 


Schultz employe with the longest 
term of service, became  asso- 
ciated with the store as a sales- 
man. Today he holds the posi- 
tion of buyer of men's clothing 
and home furnishings and like 
many others of the personnel is a 
devoted family man, interested in 
his work and the community in 
which he lives. He has served 
as treasurer of the Odd Fellows 
Lodge, is a past master of Hum- 
bodlt Lodge and also a past treas- 
urer of the Masonic Temple.

The first business venture of the 
late Mr. Schultz was a small shoe 
store at 12 South Fourth Street. 
This later was expanded to include 
clothing and ready-to-wear lines. 
The founder of the company un- 
doubtedly gained courage from 
progress and advancement being 
ushered in with the dawn of The 
Age of the Industrial Revolution. 
At the time he first went into busi- 
ness headlines told of Orville 
Wright in a “‘birdlike structure" 
breaking three world's records and 
wresting from France for America 
the laurels of the air. The discov- 
ery of the North Pole by Com- 
mander Robert Peary came the 
following year and these world- 
shaking events occasioned as much 
comment as Sputniks and Alpha 
orbiting in space do today. 

A few years passed but before 
the rumbles of World War I were 
heard Mr. Schultz formed a part- 
nership with Sam Smith and moved 
to 14 South Fourth Street, where 
new lines of merchandise continued 
to be added to the store's stocks. 
Property at 407 Wabash Avenue 
was purchased next and then a 
building to the east which had been 
occupied by one of Terre Haute's 
banking institutions. In a short 
time a shoe store was added to 
the partnership holdings. Progress 
and expansion continued. Auto- 
motive vehicles were replacing Old 
Dobbin and the age of the airplane 
had arrived.

IN 1913 Floyd W. Phillips, the 


During this period increase in 
business and the addition of many 
lines of merchandise brought with 
it a need for more space and, 
looking ahead, the building oc- 
cupied by the old Nate Rubins’ 
Jewelry Store was purchased in 
1923. This acquisition was made a 
part of the main Schultz store in 
1926 when the Myers Brothers 
Building on the northeast corner 
of Fourth Street and Wabash Ave- 
nue was purchased .and occupancy 
taken over by the Schultz and 
Smith . partnership. Myers Bro- 
thers had operated a fine cloth- 
ing store for men on the main 
floor and other floors were oc- 
cupied by professional men of the 
city. The old Naylor Opera House 
orice stood on the present site of 
Schultz & Company but the original 
building was destroyed by fire in 
1896. 

The main floor of the Myers 
building was all that was used at 
first to accommodate the clothing, 
ready-to-wear and shoe depart- 
ments. Upper floors were utilized 
for surplus stocks and as a ware- 
house but again Mr. Schultz was 
looking ahead and realizing there 
would scon be need for additional 
space to handle the many national- 
ly advertised brands of merchan- 
dise being handled and to take 
care of essential warehouse facili- 
ties. 

The Schultz and Smith partner- 
ship was dissolved in 1928 and the 
following year Robert Schultz en- 


tered his father’s business as an |

THE ENTRANCE into the busi- 
ness of Mr. Schultz’ young son in 
1929 came at a time when young 


vision, courage and encourage- 
ment were greatly needed in busi- 
ness. It was the year in which 
many met financial ruin. Business 
collapses and suicides filled the 
news and Wall Street crash losses 
of $5,000,000,000 were chalked up 
to individuals and business firms 
of the nation. Mr. Schultz’ stead- 
fast quality, however, of believing 
in the future continued to dominate 
his thinking and when others be- 
gan to consider retrenchment pro- 
grams as a matter of business pol- 
icy, additional expansion programs 
began to be formulated under his 
direction. Some of these projects 
soon took shape while others were 
dormant for a few years until the 
time was right for the fulfillment 
of these dreams. 


In the same year that Robert 
Schultz began learning the busi- 
ness, another young man named 
John Pollack began his. career 
with the company. Starting in the 
display and advertising depart- 
ment, Mr. Pollack has witnessed 
many changes and advances in 
this tield and today he is in charge 
of all promotion and advertising 
for the company. Mr. Pollack is 
married, has two married children 
and six grandchildren and is a 
member of the First Christian 
Chureh of Terre Haute and the 
Elks Club. 


In 1930, when thoughts of an im- 
pending depression filled the air 
and unemployment became a 
topic for discussion, Miss Mar- 
garet Shobert went with Schultz as 
a saleslady, first in millinery, later 
in lingerie and today she heads 
the foundation garment depart- 
ment, a position she has held for 
the past 9 years.

THE ONE-ROOM STORE of hum- 
ble beginnings continued to grow 
and flourish despite the trials and 
tribulations of the 1930's under the 
leadership of its founder and many 
changes were recorded by ‘‘the 
moving finger." The beginning of 
the 1940's brought with it war and 
before the end of 1941 the dastard- 
ly Japanese attack at Pearl Harbor 
took place. The times were ominous 
with a declaration of war by the 
United States on Japan, Germany 
and Italy which affected many in- 
cluding the Schultz family. Robert 
entered the service of his country 
in 1943 and served in China and 
Japan until 1946. When he received 
his honorable discharge with the 
rank of technical sergeant he re- 
turned to Terre Haute and the 
family business. 

The year prior to entering serv- 
ice Robert Schultz married Rona 
Pincus of Chicago. 

They are the parents of four chil- 
dren; Karen Rae, 14, Richard, 11, 
and twins, Janet and Jimmy, 9.

ilding. We're looking at probably a tota 

of 64,000 square feet and a gross [monthly] 

rental of around $54,000 to $57,000." 


Cost of demolishing the current buildin 
will be between $110,000 and $150,0 
and to build a new one will cost between 
$4 million and $4.5 million. He has 
demolition bids, but Wallace said he hasn't 
selected a builder. 


Wallace plans to close on the property 
transaction today, and said he'd like to "get 
some leases tied down within the next 30 
to 45 days." 


Detailing his plans for the building from 
the bottom up, Wallace said the basement 
will house a two-tier health club to include 
racquetball courts, a 220-yard_ track, 
swimming pool, partial basketball court, 
whirlpool, sauna, an aerobics exercise 
room, machine and free weights and a 
baby-sitting service. 

On the main floor, Wallace envisions a 
restaurant — "very similar to this one," he 
said, waving his hand to indicate the 
interior of Western Rib-Eye — several 
specialty retail shops and a bakery. 
Wallace would also like to see a bank 
branch or automatic teller machines on 
that floor.

A bursti office-commercial 
complex will be built by October 
1987 at the old Schultz Depart- 
ment Store site at Fourth Street 
and Wabash Avenue if all goes 
according to plan. 

Former nursing home owner/

“It’s ours now. We're ready to 
start now," Wallace said in a news 
conference in the office of Century 
21-Ralph Lee Agency real estate.

Letter to the editor 
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Schultz owners see J 
only good in downtown 


To the Editor: 

I read with much interest your editorial 
commentary on Sunday, March 31, 1985, under 
the caption "Opportunity, Not Desperation." I 
couldnt agree with you more. 

You reported at that time the closing of the 
Ross Elliott Jewelers’ downtown unit and we 
think the only difference of opinion we have 
with you is that any business is not "just 
another business," as you state. True, names 
are no longer important but each business must 
be treated as each individual is treated and in 


our country that means “as something special." . 


It is sad that the “herd mentality" leads to a 
“stampede” from downtown areas to the 
suburbs. I am sorry to report that this "herd 
mentality" is precisely that, and I wish that 
people would start acting like "God's special 
creatures" with the capacity to think for 
themselves. Your progressive city has indeed 
installed new sidewalks, eliminated the parking 
meters and probably will succeed in creating an 
enterprise zone downtown. All of this appears 
to make no difference. 

I think the most erudite comment concerns 
your opinion that as incredible as it may seem 
that tragedies and pessimism are sometimes 
the surest road to opportunity. In our opinion 
you don't need to completely reconstruct your 
downtown, but simply rebuild those vacant 
parcels and refurbish the existing ones. Ob- 
viously, your very progressive Terre Haute First 
National Bank is availing itself of this op- 
peruni by unveiling plans for a major new 

anking center downtown which should, and 
could, anchor a rejuvenated cental city. 

We couldn't agree with you more that the 
destruction of the Meis building, in toto, would 
be a tragedy, as the building, as it exists today, 
could mesh with a redesigned downtown in 
many different uses. All of the potential plans 
you mention, such as hiring an expert to plan 
and develop the entire downtown, etc., are only 
secondary to the mind-set of the Terre Haute 


business community itself. All specific remedies, 


ou mentioned come in varying order after the 

usiness community makes a commitment to 
restore downtown Terre Haute to its rightful, 
former "glory." 

The last comment you make is purely good 
old-fashioned "horse sense" as the "willy-nilly 
basis" by which vacant store fronts usually are 
occupied does nothing but to further deteriorate 
a bad situation. 

We further read in your paper an article by 
Jan Chait, on March 24, where she reported the 

rticulars as to the closing of Ross Elliott 

welers downtown. In an interview with Mr. 
Bill Elliott, there is listed any number of 
reasons why abandoning downtown was the 
right thing to do and the article seems to be. a 
"portrayer of doom." 

Just who am I and who are "we" to be 
“spouting off" this way? I, Calvin Haddad, and 
my father, Moysh Haddad, are longtime New 
York businessmen who embody exactly the 
thinking of your commentary. We agreed so 
much that we purchased the Schultz & Co. Inc. 
department store in the middle of 1984 in the 
depths of downtown Terre Haute's "business 
abyss." We did not see the situation as negative 
as some other people in town and we backed it 
up with our commitment to the Schultz 
brothers, Richard and James, by vowing that we 
would stay in Terre Haute and hoped to be one 
of the building blocks upon which downtown 
Terre Haute would build its future. After almost 
10 months we feel more firmly committed than 
ever, even with recently announced additional 
closings downtown.
